Even more important than fall plow¬ 
ing Is tbe selection of seed corn early 
ta the fall and storing U carefully for 
the winter. The plan of going through 
the field early and picking the seed In 
a sack la sometimes advocated, bat on 
most farms this is too much of an un¬ 
dertaking. A better way Is to go out 
and busk a loud as soon as It is fairly 
well ripened and.before any rery hard 
froeta come. If Ibis Is picked from the 
best part of tbe field there ought to be 
at. least three or four bushels of good 
seed ears In It. ThsM can be sorted 
out and tbe remainder spread over the 
bottom of tbe crib or fed to the hogs. 

Half s dozen such loads will usually 
furnish all fbe seed needed. It Is • 
good plan to save about twice as much 
seed os will be required, so that selec¬ 
tion can be more rigid In tbe spring 
If there ark no very severe freeze* 
before husking begins In earnest some 
more sued corn can be saved by put¬ 
ting a box on tbe side of tbe wagon. In 
which tbe best ears may be thrown. A 
better quality of seed may be obtained 
In Ibis way because of a wider range 
of selection. It la not safe to depend 
ou It entirely, however, because a bard 
frees* when the corn le full of moisture 
may km the germe and make It worth 
Man for seed. Tbe first thing to do 
with newly gathered seed Is to bang 
ft sp where It can dry out quickly 
An open abed Is tbe best place for 
thla, aa the 11 ir can circulate readily, 
while the roof keeps off tbe frost A 
good way to bang the corn la to tie 
• number of ears on a loug binding 
twine. After the coni la well dried 
out aud before extremely cold weather 
cornea It should be put In tbe storage 
room. Tbe attic la a good place, pro 
vlded there Is some provision for ven¬ 
tilation. If tbe corn Is dry some freer 
log will oot hurt It, but cold aud 
moisture together are very Injurious, 
•electing and Tooting. 

Along In February the corn should be 
sorted, picking out only those ears of 
fair size, well filled at tbe butts and 
tips and symmetrically shaped through 
ont Further Instructions for selecting 
corn will be given In article 6. After 
the corn is sorted s few ears should 
be taken from n number of cere in dlf- 1 
ferent parts of tbe seed room and test 
ed. A fold of moist flannel between 
two dinner platea makes a good tester 
I*ut tbe corn between tbe layers of 
doth and set It In some ont of tbe 
way place In the living room.

I according to astrological lore, the des¬ 
tinies of nieu nre ruled by the differ¬ 
ent aspects of the planets, so also tbe 
human body Is subject to the Influence 
! of tbe constellations through which

course. A French almanac- of 1610 
giv^p a diagram of tbe human body 
surrouuded by all tbe signs of tbe ao- 
dlaouml indicates tbe various organs 
aud members over which these signs 
have power, and this for a guide pour 
les salgnees. or to show at what peri¬ 
od blood may be let with safety.

Three or four additional harrowing* 
will usually put the spriug plowing 
Into first class shape for planting. 

It ia better to check thau to drill 
when growing corn for gralu, as It 
can be kept cleaner, with a resulting 
larger yield For fodder or allage 
drilled corn gives more tons of dry 
matter per acre and Is more easily 
bandied by the corn binder In some 
of tbe states west of tbe Missouri 
river, where tbe eoll is light aud rain¬ 
fall scanty, listing g1ves v tbe best re¬ 
sults ' , 

The number of kernels to use per 
hill depends upon tbe richness of tbe 
soil. On the average corn belt soils 
three kernels per bill will give the best 1 
results Very rich soils can support 
four, while on poor soils two nre 
enough. It pays both In looks aud lu 
ease of cultivating to drive straight 
while planting and to take pains to 
have tbe rows check straight cross¬ 
wise. 

Cultivation. 

Aa many harrow fugs, aa possible 
should be given tbe corn between 
planting time end tbe time It conies 
up. If heavy rains have packed the 
soli or If It la badly infested with 
weeds It will pay to follow tbe planter 
marks with tbe cultivator before bar- 

As soon aa the rows can be followed 
tbe cultivator should be started. If 
any deep cultivation Is to be given It 
should be the first two times over, be 
fore the soil Is filled with corn roots 
After tbe corn is six or eight Inches 
high some form of surface cultivator 
that will not dieturb tbe soil to t 
depth of more than two or three loch 
es should be used, lu tbe western part 
of tbe corn belt, where the flelda are 
large, tbe two row cultivator le becom¬ 
ing popular. If the corn la very 
straight both ways these cultivators 
work well often the first time-over 
and enable one man to handle at least 
half aa innch more land. 

The problem of cultivating a corn¬ 
field several Inindred acres In extern, 
such, as la found In many of the great 
corn growing regions of Mn* prairie 
states, has been greatly simplified 
since the two row cultivator came lute 
use. With the perfect working con. 
planters now lu the market the row* 
of coru may be made so straight that 
tlie two row cultivator can In- used 
without difficulty This has brought 
about a facility of cultivation -which
